On account of the nonappearence of 
Wilbur Church, star witness for the 
defense in the murder trial of Andrew 
Johnson, who shot and killed Officer 
Manier Friday, the case was postponed 
until 9 o’cleck Thursday morning on a 
motion for continuance presented by 
Judge Hammond, the defendant's attor- 
ney, yesterday afternoon, this being the 
third postponement of the day. 

Judge Hammond stated thaf it was 
understood that Church had gone to 
Newnan and that the marshal of that 
city had been asked to detain the wit- 
ness and notify the court as soon as he 
was found. Several principals were put 
on the stand while the motion for con- 
| tinuance was being heard, Andrew 
| Johnson first, his wife, Martha John- 
, son, Jim Hill, all colored, and W. H. 
Boatwright, white. It transpired from 
their testimony that Church was with 
| the defendant at the time the shooting 
| occurred and immediately disappedred, 
with the ejaculation, ‘“‘There will be hell 
to pay.” From this it was judged, 
stated Judge Hammond, that Church 
feared race trouble from the death of 
the policeman and escaped.

While Johnson has stated on the 
stand that the officer struck him over 
the head several times with his. club, 
and that he bled as a result, no blood 
stains are found on the hat, and it is 
understood that the state will em- 
phasize this fact in the hearing. 

It is admitted that he had a slight 
ecratch on his head, but the state has it 
that he received this when Blackmon, 
his negro captor, flung him against a 
fence while he was attempting to es- 
cap. 

Johnson had his crap stick and revol- 
ver with him in the saloon from which 
he emerged when he shot. the police- 
man, and it is said that J. CC. Baker, 
who was in the saloon with Johnson, 
will testify that the negro slammed his 
pistol on the counter with the _  state- 
ment: “Il am going to get a white man 
before night.’’

It 
has been said that he. acted as a stool 
pigeon for the police, that is, he tipped 
off good things in the way of erap 
games and the like, to them, and that 
he was on a scout for the purpose of 
getting wise to something when he com- 
mitted probably the last plece of lawless- 
ness of his careex It is also under- 
stood that the walking stick made of 
dice, which he always carried with 
him, was given to him by a member of 
the- Atlanta police force. 


Johnson does not have the appearance 
of a real bad man, but rather resem- 
bles the average member of his race. 
The paraphernalia that he carried with 
him, the big revolver that an ordinary| 
man would want mounted on wheels 
to comfortably carry it from place to 
place as he would a piece of light ar- 
tillery, and the dice walking stick, how- 
ever, show that his character belies his 
looks to a very great extent.

When thar 
hour arrived the witnesses had not been 
produced and Judge Hammond asked 
for a continuance of the postponement, 
Solicitor Hill informed ‘the court that 
he was willing for’ the trial to proceed 
and for the witnesses to be introduced 
whenever they were brought to court. 
However, the counsel for the defense 
stated that he was not ready for tne 
case until he had conferred with the 
absent witnesses, and Judge Roan then 
ordered the second postponement, in- 
structing the defense to be prepared at 
1:30 o'clock In the afternoon. 

At that hour the hearing began ana 
Judge Hammond presented the motion 
for a continuance. 

Statement by Johnson. 

Andrew Johnson, the defendant, who 
had been brought from the Tower, was 
put on the stand and he testified that 
Church was with him at the time of 
the shooting and, with the words, 
‘Hell tis to pay,” disappeared on the fir- 
ing of the fatal shot and since that time 
he had heard nothing of him, confined 
as he was in the county jail. Church 
was with him, he said, when he came 
out of the saioon and accosted the Offi- 
cer. He, himself, was drunk, he con- 
tinued; and the policeman tried to take 
the pistol from him and during the 
fight for the possession of the weapon, 
he fell to the ground, but arose and 
it was discharged accidentally. The 
officer hit him on the head with his 
club, he said. Judge Hammond cross- 
examined Johnson, Solicitor Hill asking 
no questions. g 

Johnson's version of the affair forms 
the basis for the defense, so Colone! 
Hammond informed the court yester. 
day, and* the pre@ence of the witness 
who saw it is very essential. 

Jim Hall, another negro who testified, 
stated that he saw Church after the 
killing and that Church told him “Sport 
has played the devil.”” What became of 
him he did not know. In substé.:ce, 
his statement was a corroboration of 
that of Johnson’s. 

W. H. Boatwright knew Church while 
he lived in Newnan, about three months 
ago. He swore he knew nothing of the 
case. 

The wife of the defendant, Martha 
Johnson, had sent’ to Church’s aunt, 
who lives in Atlanta, to ascertain 
whither he had gone and the aunt in- 
formed her that he had gone to New.

OYSTER PIE. 

Line your baking dish with rich pastry, 
drain a quart of oysters, season well with 
salt and pepper, put the dish half full of 
Oysters, then four hard boiled eggs sliced, a 
good tablespoonful of butter and one teaspoon- 
ful of flour gently sifted over, six whole 
Spice, next add the other pint of eysters, salt 
and pepper, pour in enough sweet milk to 
come even with the oysters, now put on the 
top crust one inch thick, make a good well 
In center of crust to let out the air, cool 
thirty minutes. If the milk should dry out 
add through the well a little more, one tea- 
spoon of butter each time you ‘add milk. 


PICKLED OYSTERS. 

Take 100 oysters, drain off the liquor and 
Strain, season with salt and pepper. When 
it bolls drop in the oysters, let them scald 
but not boil. Now remove the oysters, add 
one pint of pure vinegar, one teaspoonful of 
mace, two dozen cloves, two dozen pepper 
corns, two dozen spice. When all is cold pour 
over the oysters. This is for immediate use 
If to keep, add another pint of vinegar and 
let the oysters boll. 


OYSTERS (CREOLE.) 

One quart of oysters, one pint toasted 
cracker crumbs, one cup of cream, one table- 
spoonful of butter, five eggs well beaten 
two small onions shredded; one bunch of

AFTER REPORT, 


Showed Net Loss of Forty-Four 
to Forly-Nine Points 


LGefore the Report January Had Ral- 
lied toe 11.23,. and March to 
11.30—Shortly Before Close 
January Sold 10.465 and 
Mareh 10.70. 


New York, December 10.—The cotton mar- 
met had a sensational break after the pub- 
lication of the government's estimation of 
the crop this affernoon, and while the close 
Was steady in tone, prices showed a net loss 
of 44 to #4 points. Sales estimated at 600,- 
000. bales. The market vpened steady at a 
feciine of 1@6 points and during the early 
session gold off to a net loss of 10@12 points, 
owing to disappointing English cables, re- 
ports of an easier spot basis in the south- 
West and scattering liquidation. Selling for 
short accounts was held in check by ap- 
Pprehendions of renewed bull support. How- 
ever, before the government report was is- 
sued the market had rallied to 11.23 for Jan- 
uary and 11.39 for March, or 8@13 points net 
higher. The report, estimating the crop at 
11,678,000, exclusive of ILnters, was just 
about dn line with average expectations, buf 
evidently disappointed some of the larger 
long interests in the market, for it was fol- 
lowed by tmmediate weakness accompanied by 
extraordinarily active liquidation. There was 
covering on a scale down and some of the 
local bulls seemed to be buying, but the de- 
cime. continued during the afternoon and 
shortly before the close January sold at 
10.65 and March at 10.79. The figures repre- 
sented a deciine from the high point of the 
day. of 65 to 65 points and a loss of about 
$2.50 per bale from the closing figure last 
night, The closing was a little up from the 
loweat on covering. The trade is estimating 
linters at about 800,000 bales and local 
bears contend that the government has un- 
derestimated the commercial crop by the

WITH THE STOCKS 


Hill and Reading Led in the 
Selling 


This Had Sympathetic Effect on the 
Whole List —Ceppers showed 
Some Resiatamce, Accounted 
for by Large Short In- 
terest Waiting te Cover. 


New York, Degember 10.—The support for 

the market, which has been persisted in for 
some time past, was evidently abandoned 
today, but whether voluntarily. or forcibly, 
was not clear. There was further calling of 
loans for the banks, following that of yester- 
day, and the call money rate was fun up 
to 25 per cent compared with a maximum | 
rate of 20 per cent yesterday. This had a 
bad effect om speculative sentiment, but the 
forces of the depression was more direct 
than through effect on sentiment. The sell- 
ing converged especially on the Hill stocks 
and Reading, and as both stocks had been 
picked out for the most conspicuous opera- 
tions in supporting the advance, their sud- 
den relapse was of marked sympathetic ef- 
fect on the whole market. Some relative re- 
sistance was shown by the Coppers, which 
might be accounted for by the Jarge short 
interest in those stocks waiting to cover on 
the decline. There was some evidence, also, 
of direct transfer of large accounts from 
the Hill stecks into the Harriman Pacifo. 
The motives for the withdrawal of call loan 
credits by the banks were not clearly under- 
stood, and were perhaps of added unfavora- 
ble effect for that reason. The publication 
in detail of the reports of the New York 
eity national benks, in response to the call 
of the controller of the currency, revealed 
so heavy an inipairment of resources, in the 
case of one or two on which preasure was 
especially severe, that a bad impression was 
caused, although the present solvency of 
these banks was not thrown open to any 
doubt. Reports of negotiations on foot for 
the strengthening or censolidating these in- 
stitutions incre@sed the attention given to 
the subject. 

It was surmised, furthermore, that a call 
fro the estate banking department for re- 
ports of condition of the state banks and 
trust companies was in contemplation, and 
this would naturally have the effect of pyompt- 
ing some strengthening of position by those 
institutions. 

The compiled digest of the showing of the 
New York city national banks was held to 
confirm the claim of the large resources sup- 
plied by the Néw York banks to the interior 
during the period of strain. Of the total in- 
erease in deposits shown on December 3, 
compared with August 22, of $76, 113.963, 
there is inéluded an increase of some $46, - 
853,000 in government deposits in the clear- 
ing house banks, while tn the items ‘‘due to 
banks, etc.,’’ there wag a decrease of $26,- 
240,535. Specle and legal tenders also have 
actually fallen $6,268,369, in spite of the 
enormous inflow of imported gojd, and the 
large sums of cash transferred from the 
treasury department to New. York bank 
Vaults. With this exhibit of the Reavy drain 
on New York, which the fmterlor~ demand 
has made, financial ‘sentiment ig aenaitive to 
the large continuance of that drain shown 
in the persistent heavy transfers which are 
being made to interior points. This demand 
is keeping up the premium on currency and 
was given part responsibility for the active 
calling of loans by the.New York banks to- 
day. The publication of the reports of 
national banks by cities, as they are re- 
ceived at the office of the comptroller of 
the currency, is demonstrating the fact that 
the condition of heavy cash reserves through 
the interior is not universal, although a 
general condition of strength was indicated 
by ‘first. reports from unofficial sources. The 
Pittsburg showing created a bad impression 
and that from some other prominent centers 
proved.disappointing. The persistence of the 
premium, on crrency and the necessary 
delay In the resumption of cash payments by 
the banks are “disappointing. The govern- 
ment’s favorable estimate of the cotton 
crop had but mdderate effect in steadying 
stocks and the Ghy’s decline in prices proved 
to be. considerable.

%c, Provisions were 10 to 18 higher. The 
wheat market opened weaker, and with the 
exceptions of a few alight rallies on cover- 
ing by shorts, eontinued heavy all day. 
Trade was light and prices fluctuated within 
@ range of 4c. Severe declines at Liverpool 
and in the continental markets, slack export 
demand, favorable weather in Argentina and 
liberal primary receipts, contributed to force 
prices downward. The market closed weak 
and near the lowest point. May opened \c 
to %e lower at $1.00 to§l1.00%, sold between 
99%c and §1.00%, and closed at 99%c@¥§1.00. 
Clearances of wheat and flour were equal 
to 741,000 bushels. Primary receipts were 
965,000 bushels, against 959,000 bushels on 
the same day last year. Minneapolis, Duluth 
and Chicago reported receipts of 911 cars, 
against 1,283 cars last week, and 649 cars 
one year ago. 

The early corn market was weak, because 
of lower cables and the decline in wheat. 
Later the market became firm on the expec- 
tation that receipts will soon diminish. The 
close was firm. May opened ke to %c lower 
at 54%c to 54%c, advanced to 554 @55%c, and 
closed at 55%c. Local receipts were 565 cars,

KILLS HIMSELF 


lll Health Causes Suicide of 
Prominent Citizen of 
Cartersville. | 


enjoy. No single 


Cartersville, Ga., December 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)}\—Eugene Cooper shot himself in 
the head today with a 38-caliber pistol, 
near Cass Station, in this county. He 
was the son of the late Mark A. Cooper, 
founder of the Etowah, at one time a 
large manufacturing site near here, 
which included two large rolling mills, 
four drills and machine shops. 

Mental aberration caused by ill health 
is supposed to be the cause of his 
death. At an early hour this morning 
he arose and went into the gardeti, 
where he shot himself. 

He was about seventy years of age 
and had been a familiar figure around 
Cartersville > 2 half a century. His 
father, Hon. ark A. Cooper, an Eng- 
lishman, came to this country in the 
forties and established iron works near 
here on the Etowah river, all of which 
were operated by water-power. 

When the civil war broke out Etowah 
was a thriving city of 6,000 people, 
and the confederate forces depended’ 
upon the industries in operation here 
for a large portion of their supplies. | 
Cannons and other implements of war 
were manufactured at Htowah, besides 
the daily grinding of 500 barrels of 
flour.
